Rich 
America is in material wealth, she is 
no lees rich in the wealth that is stored

| WASTE MUST CEASE. 


AGAIN RURLS 
GAUNTLET, 


Pinchot Issues a S tatement on 
Conservation, 


Congress Must Decide the 
Property Question. 


Control of Power Means Con- 
trol of Industry. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 30.—Gifford 
Pinchot, chief of the United Stater 
Forest Service, has again thrown down 
the gauntlet to Secretary of the Inte- 
rior Ballinger in regard to the con- 
servation policy. 

He declared that Congress will 
to decide at its coming session w ae 
the great coal fields of the country 
shall continue to remain in the hands 
of the people, or be gobbled up by 
monopolies, and whether great water 
power sites shall be given away to spe- 
cial interests, or be controlled by the 
people. 

Mr. Pinchot eaten known his views 
upon these two “chief sources of pow- 
er of the present and future,” in a 
jetter to Dr. Lyman Abbott of New 
York, in response to a series of ques- 
tions asked by the latter on “the na- 
tional conservation policy.” | 

Referring to the development of wa- 
ter power end-«coal] fields, the govern- 
ment forester declares that in most 
cases actual development of the former 
can best be done by private interests 
acting under public control, but that 
“it is neither good sense nor good mor- 
als to let these vajuable privileges pass 
from the public ownership fer nothing, 
and forever.” 

CONGRESS MUST DECIDE. 

In answer to Dr. Abbott's question, 
“What is the danger to the conserve- 
ton policy in the coming session of 
Congress?" Mr. Pinehot declares that 
ait is “that the privileges of the few 
may continue to obstruct the rights of 
the many, especially in the matter of 
water power and coal.” 

“Congress must decide at this sea- 
sion,” Mr. Pinchot says, “whether the 
‘great coal fields, still in public own- 
ership. shall remain so, in order that 
their use may be controlled with due 
regard to the interests of the con- 
sumer, or whether they shall pass inte 
private ownership, and be controlted 
in the {monopolistic interests of a 
few. 

must decide, also, wheth- 
er immensely valuable rights to the 
use of water power shall be given away 
te special interests in perpetuity and 
without compensation, instead of be- 
ing held by the public.” 

“Why is it important te protect the 
water powers?” asked Dr. Abbott, and

POWER 18 KEY TO INDUSTRY. 

“Under our form of. civilization.” he 
says, “if a few men ever succeed tn 
controlling the sources of power they 
willeventually control all industry as 
well. If they succeed in controlling 
ell wmdustry. they will necessartiy con- 
tro] the country.” 

Mr. Pinchot adds that he can see 
“no reason why we should deliberately. 
keep on helping to fasten the hand- 
cuffs of corporate contro! upon our- 
selves for all time, merely because the 
few men who would profit by it must 
a have had the power to com- 

it.”

Pinchot declares that “it is just as 
wrong as it is foolish, and just a« 
neediess as it is wrong, to mortgage 
the welfare of our children in euch 
& way as this. Water pewers must 
and should be developed mainiy® by 
private capital, end thev muet be de- 
veloped under conditions which make 
in them profitable and 

He adds, however. that neither profit 
nor safety requires perpetual rights. 

Mr. Pinchot declares,sfurther, that 
there “ie no reason whatever why 
special interests should be allowed to 
use them for profit without making 
some Wirect payment to the people for 
the valuable rights derived from the 


peop 

“It is just as essential for the pub- 
lic welfare that the people should re- 
tsin and exercise contro! of water 
power monopoly on navigable as on 
non-navigable streams.” Mr, Pinchot 
states in reply to the question, “ 
the same principle apply to navigable 

reams as to nen-navigahie? 

“Tf the difficulties are greater,” he 
concludes. “then the danger that the 
‘Water powers may pasa out of the 
people's bands on the lower navigahte 

s of the streams ig greater than 
on the upper, non-navigable parts, and 
it may be harder, but in ne way less 
prevent.” 

T WASTE. 

Explaining what conservation means. 
Mr. Pinchot declares that it stands 
against the waste of the natural re- 
sources that cannot be renewed, such 
as coal and iron; it stands for the per- 
petuation of the resources that can 
be renewed, and, fnest of all, it stands 
fer an equal opportunity for every 
American citizen to get his fair share 
of benefit from there resources, both 
now and forever.

throne. The speech dealt iargely with 
domestic legisiation, and contained 


the important announcement that the 
government has prepared a measure 
extending the xick benefit insurance to 
the working classes not heretofore pro- 
tected, and creating a system of insur- 
ance tor the dependent relatives of de- 
cessed workers. The imperial insurance 
organization will be modified in im- 
portant particulars, 

One of the priftcipal tasks of the 
government, the Emperor said, was to 
fortify the financial position of the em- 
pire with the means provided by the 
finance bill of the last session and this 
task would. be accomplished through 
the appropriation bili for 1910, which 
weuid be laid before the House. 

“Our possessions over-seas, in Afri- 
fa and in the south s®as.” said the 
Emperor. “are developing well The 
edge of their own incomes will re- 
eve theempire considerably of colo- 
nia! expenses.” 

Reference was made also in the 
speech to the proposed extension for 
two years of the trade agreement with 
Great Britain, which expires December 
31, the trade treaty with Portugal, .he 
French-German agreement over 
Morocco, and the ‘Triple Alliance, 
which had preserved the peace for a 
generation. 

“I nourish the confidence,” said His 
Majesty, “that the three Killied empires 
will continve to act together, using 
their strength for the welfare of their 
pecples and the maintenance of peace.”

(Continued From First Page.) 


Twin Cities for an increase in wages 
and certain changes in service condi- 
tions. At the suggestion of F. T. 
Hawley, president of the switchmen’s 
Union of North America, of whose or- 
ganization the switchmen in the North- 
west are members, arrangements 
were made to conduct the negotiations 
in one conference. 

“In the conference the railroad 
were represented by a committee of 
ten managers and the switchmen by 
F. T. Hawley and by other officers of 
the Switchmen’s Union of North Amer- 


ica. | 
LAST OF DEMANDS. 

“The demands of the awitchmen 
were for double pay for Sundays, holi- | 
days and overtime: an advance of 6 
cents per day of ten hours in the 
wages of switchmen, switch tenders, 
towermen, engine herders and a#sist- 
ant yard masters; a modification of 
the rule providing for the payment of 


switchmen to secure their meals in 
the middie of their shift at a stated 
period, which contemplates double pay 
in cases where it became necessary to 
work a, portion of the meal hour, and 
the elimination of the physical exam- 
ination and the age limit placed upon 
ewitchmen entering the. service. 

“Five conferences were held in St. 
Paul, at which the switchmen in no 
detail receded from their demands, 
which, ft conceded, would have en- 
tailed an additional expense upon the 
railroads for switching service of from 
40 to 45 per cent. 

Managers’ Committee offered 
the switchmen an increase of 20 cents 
per day of ten hours in the rates of 
pay of switchmen employed in the 
territory west of Havre, Mont., on the 
Great Northern Railroad, and west of 
Billings, Mont., on the Northern Pa- 
cific Ratiway, the differential in that 
territory for switchmen having ob- 
tained for about two years. 

“Further concessions were declined 
for the reason that the rates of pay of 
switchmen were increased over 13 per 
cent. in November, 1906, and because 


not been reduced during the period of 
business depression which followed. — 

“The attention of the switchmen was 
called to the fact that in 1906 the 
switchmen were granted a larger per- 
centage of increase than any other 
class of employés in the train service. 
At the present rate the wages of the 
switchmen average over $100 per 
month. 

“On November 23, 1999, In submitting 
its final anewer to the switchmen, the 
Committee, assuming that 
the switchmen joined in the dezire for 
an amicable adjustment of the ques- 
tions under consideration, suggested 
that the demands be submitted to ar- 
bitration under the provision of the 
Erdman act. This the switchmen de- 
clined to do, and in their final written 
answer to the Managers’ Committee 
made the statement that the commit- 
tee ‘begs leave to state that it will 
not submit to arbitration under any 
circumstances,’ 

STRIKE ORDER UNDERHANDED. 

The statement then recites that, No- 
vember 23, after a discussion of the 
Proposal to arbitrate under the terms 
of the Erdman act, at the suggestion 
of President Hawley, a joint telegram 
was addressed to Martin A. Knapp of 


Commissioner of Labor, asking them 
—s act as mediators under the Erdman 


Continuing, the statement says 

“Monday, November 29, was 
as the day for conference between 
Messrs. Knapp and Neill and repre- 
sentatives of the railroads and switch- 
men at St. Paul. 

“About November 22, before the con- 
ference with Messrs. Knapp and Neill 
had begun, despite the understanding 
. reached in the conference that media- 
tion under the Erdman Act should be 
evoked, and without the knowledge of 
either the managers’ committee or me- 
diators, a strike order was issued by 
the switchmen’s committee, directing 
the switchmen ‘of the thirteen North- 
west railroads to cease work at 6 p.m. 
November 30 in the event that their 
full demands had not been canceded. 

“This viclation of good faith so em- 
barrassed the negotiations that suc- 
cessful mediation became impossible. 
and ied to the demand by Messrs, 
Knapp and Neill, addressed to both the 
managers’ committee and the switch- 
men, that the controversy be supmitted 
to |arbitration under the terms of the 
Erdman Act. To this proposal the 
managers’ committee gave its willing 
assent, but the switchmen absolutely 
declined it. 

“The managers’ committee believes 
that public interests should not suffer 
because of a di ement where a 
proper method to settle the differences 
is offered through the decision of a dis- 
interested third party under the terms 
of a Federal law.” 

Speaking for the switchmen tonight, 
President Hawley said:

And | am quite sitive that if 
we had to dea! oniy with the officials 
of the northwestern roads instead o 
with the general committee, we woul 
have reached an amicabic agreement. 

“We realize the inconvenience which 
a etrike at this time will cause the pub- 
ile, but the responsibility doés not lie 
with the switchmen, as they asked for 
only that which was justly theirs.” 

After the atrike had been inaugurated 
President Hawley gave out this state- 
ment; 

“We have advised every member 
that from the moment the strike was 
Sezgun he must keep away from the 
company's: property, obey the law, 
commit no act of violence, or do any- 
thing that will reflect discredit upon 
himself or upon the conduct of the 
atrike. 

“We also insiats that the strikers 
strictly abstain from the use of intoxi- 
cants and, while this, in a great sense, 
May seem unnecessary, owing to the 
rémarkahbie decree of sobriety observed 
by members of the Switchmen’s Union.

A LITERARY 
EXCURSION. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, . Nov. 17.—Alfred Sutro, 
the dramatist, has rediscovered a flaw 
in the universe of fiction. He is la- 
menting the trend of young writers to 
whom the one great law is for the in- 
dividual to develop in himself an acute 
sense for the fullest life. 

“They are noisy souls,"’ he says, “al- 
Ways protesting, and .duty does not 
exist for them. Their heroines are 
not women, but super-women. 
_Furthermore, they are usualiy un- 
happily married, and invariabiy_ they 
meet their affinity. In due course the 
super-hero sits with the super-heroine 
by his side; his thoughts go back to 
the woman who was his wife and he 
says beautiful and deathiess things 
&oout her. So, had she not her -re- 
ward? 

Crueity is the dominant note of this 
new scnool. The humbler virtues are 
ruled out of court. Sutro finds “life 
itself a mass of beautiful contradic- 
tions having at its root love.” There- 
fore he repudiates the young writers 
who are inclined to scoff at that root. 

Sutro’s condemnation could have 
been prophesied by those seers who 
tell one’s character from the state of 
one’s bureau drawers. Sutro has an 
“orderly nature.” Recently a gentie- 
man who was visiting the, dramatist 
asked permission to write a note to a 
friend, and in doing ‘so disarranged the 
order of the blotter and its ‘“‘surround- 
ing district” on Sutro’s sacred work 
table. As often as he threw a pen 
where it had no right to Le, or a scrap 
of paper tres with equal serilous- 
ness upon the just-so-ness.of the 
scene, so often did. Sutro restore the 
article to its assigned place; and when 
the visitor had finished his furiously 
written epistie and had risen from the 
study chair the host | over 
to the ruffled table carefully 
“tidied up.”’

Gen. 8S. P. Jennison died suddenly at 
his Covina home last evening. His 
passing removes a man with a bril- 
liant Civil War record, formerly active 
in journalism and politics in Minnesota 
and lately prominent in citrus fruit or- 
ganizations in Southern California. 

‘The general had been indisposed 
several days but his condition was not 
considered alarming. Mrs. Jennison 
was away from the house a short time 
and on her return she found him sit- 
ting dead in his chair lace.

He spent several 
years in teaching. studied jaw and

In 1860 he became a private secre- 
tary to Gov.

GAS EXPLOSION. 


LOTHES ABLAZE 
FORCED TO LEAP. 


TWO CARS BURNED ON ‘SALT 
LAKE ROAD. 


Coolness of Conductor in Stopping 
the Train Saves Lives pf Passengers 


Seriously Burned and Injured by 
Broken Glass. 


RIVERSIDE. Nov. 30.—An explosion 
of ilLuminaing gas on. 8.35 o'clock 
Salt Lake passenger train from Los 
Angeles, due in Riverside at. 10:35 
o'clock, caused a spectacular fire this 
morning in the Pachappa cut, about 
two miles from the city station. Cor- 
nellus C. Young, a passenger, was 
seriously burned by the flames and cut 
about the hands and face in ‘jumping 
from the window, in an attempt to 
escape from the burning car. One pas- 
senger car and the combined baggage 
car and smoker were burned to the 
trucks. 

The explosion occurred shortly after 
Young Went from the combination car 
to the lavatory. He closed and locked 
the door, and it is supposed lighted 
a match. The Pintch iuminating gas 


and the room was immediately a mass 


of flames. 

. J. Conroy, who has 
had ten years’ experience in railroad 
work on the Coast, had the presence 
of mind to pull the bell cord and stop 
the train as soon as he heard the ex- 

. He burst In the door, as he 
saw the flames issuing from that end 
of the car, and at the same moment 
Young broke the glass of the window 
with his hands and leaped from the 
train. It was slightly up-grade, and 
the train was going at the rate of 
about twenty-five miles an hour. 

LEAPS INTO DITCH. 

Young landed in a heap in the weeds 
at the side of the track, his cloth- 
ing in flames and his face and hands 
bleeding. “He jumped across a wire 
fence and tan into an irrigating ditch, 


where he put out the fire and bathed 
his cuts. ter he was carried to his 
home at No. #9 Lime this

Owing to the presence of mind of 
the conductor, Mr. Conroy, all of the 
other passengers escaped injury. The 
train was quickiy brought to a stop 


*jafter the explosion, and all of the 
‘| passengers got out safely. 


passenger car was uncoupled from the 
train and was rolled back by the pas- 
sengers down the track. away from the 
danger of burning. Another passenger 
car. which it was tmpessible to save, 
wae left burning at the Pachappa cut, 
where the explosion o. curred, and was 
a total loss. It could have been saved 
had the heat not expanded the West- 
inghouse air apparatus, making it im- 
possible to cut the trhin. 
TRAIN ON FIRE. 

Enveloped in flames, the engine and 
combination car were raced by Engi- 
neer W. M. Walton up through the 
city to the depot and run 
on a switch The city automobile 
chemical engine put out the fire. 

The steamer was quickly hurried by 
| the local fire department to the Pa- 
chappe cut, but reached there too late 
to save the second car. The train was 
well filled with passengers, but, ow- 
ing to the quick work of the con- 
ductor, no panic/occurred. 
bursting in the door, had his face, 
hands, eyebrows and hair burned. 

YOUNG'S INJURIES. 

Cornelius Young, who is one of the 
proprietors of the Mission garage, was 
more seriously injured. in jumping 
from the train he fell on his knees, 
both of which were badly hurt. Both 
hands were cut by the glass as he 
crashed through the window. His face 
was bruised and the calves of his legs 
are painfully . He was
